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WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The United 
States and the Soviet Union 
today an­ 
nounced agreement to begin talks Nov. 
17 
in Helsinki looking toward limiting 
the buildup of super weapons by both 
powers. 
The long-awaited 
announcement of 
the talks was issued jointly by the White 
House and the Kremlin. 
Moscow was said to propose the Fin­ 
ish capital for the initial 
meetings on 
the long-delayed talks in finally respond­ 
ing to U.S. proposals 
for discussing 
possible controls over strategic wea­ 
pons production. 
The talks 
ultimately are expected 
to cover the gamut of weapons — includ­ 
ing both offensive and defensive mis­ 
siles, 
as well as manned bombers. 
Chances are they will be very lengthy 
and 
probably will be shifted to another 
site —possibly Vienna or Geneva—after 
the preliminary talks in Helsinki. 
The joint announcement said: 
“Confirming the agreement reached 
earlier to enter into negotiation on curb­ 
ing the strategic armaments race, the 
governments of the United States and 
U.S.S.R. have agreed that specially des­ 
ignated representatives 
of the United 
States and the Soviet Union will meet in 
Helsinki on Nov. 17, 1969, for prelim- 
McCormack 
announces 
innocence 


WASHINGTON (UPP —The young lib­ 
erals had counted out the old man too 
soon. Speaker John W. McCormack, 77 
and under fire as a patsy for people 
he thought were his friends, said he was 
running for speaker again and expected 
to win. 
“I think it’s very sad,” commented 
Rep. Richard Bolling, D-Mo., who was 
the first man in the House to say — and 
he started saying it two years ago — 
that it was time for McCormack to turn 
in his gavel. Bolling and many others 
of the liberal bloc had figured that Mc­ 
Cormack, occupant of the nation’s sec­ 
ond most powerful post since 1962 and a 
veteran of 41 years in the House, would 
decide next year he had enjoyed honors 
enough. 
But when charges started leaking out 
of the grand jury room sin New York 
and Baltimore, with their hints that Mc­ 
Cormack had tolerated wrongdoing on the 
part of an aide and a friend, they be­ 
gan to speculate he might get his back 
up. He did. 
At a jampacked news conference Fri­ 
day, tilting back in the same big office 
chair one of his presumed betrayers 
was alleged to have occupied while tak­ 
ing a $5,000 cash fee in a tax case — 
McCormack pronounced himself not only 
innocent of every charge, insinuation 
and innuendo published in every paper 
and news magazine for more than a week, 
but ignorant even of most of the names 
and cases involved. 
As he said he wasn’t about to sit by 
and see his unblemished record of public 
service and responsibility, after so many 
years, irreparably damaged by “irre­ 
sponsible journalism” and “unwarranted 
villification.” 
A reporter wanted to know if, in the 
light of events, he still planned to run 
for his South Boston congressional seat 
once again — his 22nd try for the post 
he has held since Nov. 6, 1928. 
He said he did, and he expected to win. 
And — the ticklish question—did he ex­ 
pect to offer himself to House Democrats 
again as their candidate for speaker, a 
post he has heid since 1962, at the start 
of the 92nd Congress?

That means several warheads on the

The United States is 


developing 
MIRVs 
and the Russians 
are believed to be doing so likewise, al­ 
though neither is known to have tested 
them yet. 
Those on both sides of the Iron Cur­ 
tain fearing a 
still more accelerated 
arms race also have urged prompt talks 
because of increased 
activity by each 
power on construction of antiballistic 
m issile system s. 
The argument in Washington was that

ABM 
systems would simply 
cause both sides to escalate their offen­ 
sive weapons outputs in an effort

Israel warplanes 
strike Amman

Israeli warplanes today bombed the su­ 
burbs of Amman in their closest strikes 
to the capital of Jordan since the 1967 
Middle East War. Egypt reported its 
bombers attacked Israeli troops in the oc­ 
cupied Sinia Peninsula for the second 
consecutive day. 
Israel reported its planes struck on 
two fronts during the day - hitting a 
suspected Arab guerrilla base near As 
Salt, 15 miles northwest of Amman, and 
Egyptian “ military objectives” in the 
norther 
sector of the 
Suez Canal. A 
spokesman said all of the planes return­ 
ed safely. 


The Araba and Israeli air raids, how­ 
ever, were overshadowed by the occupa­ 
tion by Arab guerrillas of a Lebanese 
border area and 
renewed fighting be­ 
tween Palestinian refugees and support­ 
ers against Lebanese Army troops in 
Tripoli. 
The Soviet Union, in an official state­ 
ment distributed by the Tass news ag­ 
ency, voiced “concern” over the situ­ 
ation in Lebanon and warned the West 
not to interfere in the internal affairs 
of the Middle East country. It blamed 
the crisis on Israel and the United States. 
The official Lebanon Radio reported 
that about 300 “armed men” backed by 
armored cars, artillery and mortars 
crossed from Syria during the night and 


occupied the town of Yanta and sur­ 
rounding areas. It said Lebanese army 
troops have taken up blocking positions. 
Yanta is about 40 miles south of Beirut. 
Anti-government forces were r e p o r t 
to have extended their hold in Tripoli, 
40 miles north northeast of Beirut, 
and Lebanon’s second biggest city. The 
reports said they controlled the en­ 
tire “old City” or about half of Tripo­ 
li. 
Casualties in two 
days of fighting 
between guerrillas and their supporters 
against regular Lebanese army troops 
were reported as eight dead and 14 
wounded. 
Egyptian bombers inflicted heavy los­ 
ses in personnel and equipment” to the 
Israeli encampment at Rummana, 12 
miles east of the Suez Canal, Cairo 
said, adding all its planes returned 
safely 
from 
the 
unopposed predawn 
strike. 
Witnesses in Amman said the Israeli 
raids into the Jordanian capital’s sub­ 
urbs sent people into the streets scur­ 
rying for doorways and bomb shelters. 
Jordanian military spokesmen said the 
planes came in two waves of four and 
12 planes, and the noise of their en­ 
gines and the explosions of their bombs 
could be heard in the center of Am­ 
man. 
Sirens 
wailed throughout 
the city, 
alerting the population to take cover. 


NEW YORK (UPB — Amid specula­ 
tion by federal researchers that mono­ 
sodium glutamate (MSG) could be a 
harmful ingredient in baby food, three 
major manufacturers announced Friday 
they were discontinuing use of the addi­ 
tive in their products. 
Despite their actions, however, H. J. 
Heinz, Gerber 'and Beechnut said they 
retained confidence in the safety of the 
flavor - enhancing ingredient. 
President Nixon’s specialist on nutri­ 
tion and health estimated at the same time 
that both MSG and table salt will no long­ 
er be added to baby food within a few 
months. 
Too much MSG, even for adults, has 
been known to cause mild spells of ill­ 
ness, including dizziness, headaches and 
chest pains, called the “Chinese food 
syndrome” since Oriental cuisine in­ 
cludes substantial portions of the sea­ 
soning. 
But Dr. John W. Olney and Lawrence 
G. Sharpe 
of 
Washington University 
School of Medicine, St. Louis, reported 
Friday in the Journal Science that high- 
MSG diets have caused brain damage to 
infant animals in laboratory tests. 
“The question arises whether . . . the 
widespread 
practice of feeding gluta­ 
mate-enriched diets to human infants is a 
wise one,” the researchers wrote. 
“Susceptibility of the central nervous 
system to damage from monosodium glu­ 
tamate (MSG) has been observed in ev­ 
ery species of experimental animals tes­ 
ted thus far — mice, rats and rabbits.” 
Responding to the renewed public cri­ 
ticism of MSG, the H. J. Heinz Co. an­ 
nounced in New York that it would dis­ 
continue using the additive “solely in 
deference to public concern and in full 
confidence that the industry’s use of MSG 
will be vindicated by more scientific 
findings than those now available. ” Heinz 
said it has MSG in a “limited” number 
of its baby products. 
From Freemont, Mich., the Gerger 
Bftby Food Co. ais»o announced its inten­ 
tions to remove the MSG “because a 
tremendous amount of unwarranted pub­ 
licity has served to confuse the con­ 
sum er.” The firm added that “we know 
from 
long 
established 
research that 
monosodium glutamate is a safe and 
wholesome ingredient in baby food.” 
Dr. Jean Mayer, a French - born 
nutritionist on leave from Harvard to 
act as Nixon’s health adviser, told the 
Women's National Press Club Friday he 
espects to see MSG and salt go from baby 
food “as long as there is any doubt at 
all” about their safety. 


U.S. loses 
10 in battle 
near Saigon 


SAIGON (UPI) - U.S. 
units lost 10 
killed and 12 wounded, their heaviest los­ 
ses in a battle since the current lull 
in fighting began, in a five-hour flare- 
up reported by American headquarters 
today. 
Military spokesmen said 47 North 
Vietnamese soldiers died in the fight 30 
miles northwest of Saigon in an area 
known as “the moon” because of its 
cratered appearance after almost daily 
raids by B52 bombers. 
“They were a stubborn outfit, recently 
trained and we 11-equipped, and they inten­ 
ded to stay,” said Lt. Col. Burton Wal- 
rath of San Francisco, whose 25th In­ 
fantry Division battalion fought the bat­ 
tle. 
The fight was among several reported 
by spokesmen who said a total of 121 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese were 
killed against total U.S. losses of 13 
killed and 35 wounded. 
It was the costliest battle for Amer­ 
ican forces since Sept. 17, the day the 
lull began, when U.S. Marines lost 16 
killed and 34 wounded in a North Viet- 
namese attack near the Demilitarized 
Zone. 
Headquarters said the fight began after 
U.S. helicopter spotters sighted three 
Communist troops in the area and sum- 
moned'copter * riding troops.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Television 
personality Art Linkletter denounced 
the Beatles Friday as “advocates of an 
acid society.” 
Linkletter’s 20-year-old daughter, Di­ 
ana, jumped to her death this month, 
an act which her father says was in­ 
duced by her use of LSD. He testified 
before members of the House Select C om- 
mittee on Crime, which is holding four 
days of hearings on illegal drugs. 
“When you lose a beautiful young girl 
at the beginning of her life, there is no 
one you won’t attack,” he told the Con­ 
gressmen. 
“ I will attack commercial enterprises. 
rv 
media, anybody who sij«4s ii 
the way of our progress against this 
scrouge.” 
“ I think every parent underestimates 
what is going on. I heard from her and 
my son, Robert, that they had done a 
little experimenting, but they didn’t like 
it. It was a bad trip. 
‘What wo didn’t know was that she 
was having involuntary flashbacks. It was 
in one of these flashbacks that she killed 
herself. She was insane. 
“So these people who say LSD is 
harmless, like Dr. Timothy Leary, I 
consider among her murderers.” 
Linkletter asserted that record com­ 
panies, disc jockeys and rock bands are 
controlled by “the missionaries of this 
sub-culture.” 
He estimated that at least half of the 
most popular teenage records of the day 
“are concerned with secret messages to 
teeners - drop out, turn on and groove 
with chemicals. ” 
“ The leading advocates of an acid so­ 
ciety are the Beatties,” he said. 
As Linkletter finished his testimony,

mainly in the past to acreage 
limitation.

County directional sign system study 


Has the county directional 
sign system-enabling by-pass­ 
ing communities to advertise 
highway services to freeway 
travelers—really worked out? 
No, 
says veteran 
County 
Planning Commissioner M.V. 
Duncan, of Lompoc. 
Yet, say certain county of­ 
ficials and business represen­ 
tatives in some of the com­ 
munities involved. 
And there is a move on foot 
by Solvang businessmen—and 
commercial elements of other 
areas— to seek approval from 
the county for more an less 
restrictive highway signs. 
Dr. Duncan has 
long 
held 
ideas on freeway systems which 
are different from some other 
members of the commission. 
He. has repeatedly struck at 
state 
highway 
engineers for 
devising multiple interchange 
areas through the county which 
in effect make them local road­ 
ways, he lias said. 
And when it comes to com­ 
munities being isolated from 
U.S. 
Highway 
101 
and state 
thoroughfares due to realign­ 
ment of the road system, Dr. 
Duncan feels they shouldn’t be 
bending extreme efforts to get 
the through traveler to come 
into the city or town being cut 
off. 
“ I have felt the directional 
signs haven’t worked,” Dr. Dun­ 
can says, bluntly. “ All commun­ 
ities will eventually be by-pass­ 
ed by the through highways.” 


Earlier, Ralph Patey execu­ 
tive manager of the Lompoc Val­ 
ley Chamber of Commerce, had 
said the city of Lompoc “ will 
feel a pinch, when it is bypassed 
in several years by having State 
Highway 1 skirt the city. 


“ Land 
acquisition work for 
the highway stretch is going 
ahead now,” said Patey. “ We’ll 
have to put a lot of messages 
across to motorists who will 
be traveling at 70 miles 
an 
hour.” 


Patey said he felt the present 
county 
regulations governing 
directional signs for by-passed 
communities weren’t expansive 
enough. “ The ordinance speaks 
of one sign only for the approach 
to a by-pass,” he declared. “I 
don’t think that is practical.” 


Duncan replied that he felt 
“ Lompoc doesn’t need to drag 
people off the highway. There 
are other ways to do business 
than 
trap 
tourists at a weak 
moment to get something they 
don’t need.” 


The debate over directional 
signs came about as a result 
of draft 
of a proposed new 
county sign ordinance, in which 
it was suggested the county dir­ 
ectional and Informational sign 
policy be incorporated. 


Actually, the signs are not to 
exceed 500 square feet in sign 
area, and no more than one can 


be placed at each end of the com­ 
munity approach area.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) -The 
Senate Finance Committee has 
voted to impose a minimum 
income tax that falls short of 
its original goal of making sure 
everyone 
with 
a 
sizeable 
income pays a sizeable tax. 
The Senate committee’s ver­ 
sion will collect more mdney 
for the government and affect 
more people than the version 
carried in the House-passed tax 
reform bill, but it will not take 
as much from those who are 
affected. 


The committee decided Fri­ 
day to impose a 5 per cent tax 
on income which is now tax 
exempt 
or 
taxed 
at 
low, 
preferential rates. 
But it excluded from taxation 
the first $30,000 of such income 
and it carried three exemptions 
which 
make 
it possible—but 
considerably more difficult—to 
have a big income and pay no 
federal income taxes. 
A person deriving al or most 
of his income from the interest 
payments of municipal or state 
bonds would still avoid taxes on 
his income. 
In addition, bookkeeping los­ 
ses on farm income remained 
exempt. And when a person 
gave a gift worth more than its 
cost to him—stocks which have 
increased in value, for example 
—he can still deduct from his 
taxes the full value of the gift, 
reducing his tax burden con­ 
siderably. 
But 13 other categories of 
income which receive preferen­ 


tial tax treatment are included 
in the 5 per cent minimum tax. 
Among them is the one-half of 
capital gains income which is 
now tax exempt. 
The House bill was more far- 
reaching. It provided that no 
more than 50 per cent of a 
person’s total income can be 
excluded from taxation. And it 
provided 
that 
income 
tax 
deductions—such as those for 
business 
expenses 
or 
for 
charitable contributions-had to 
be 
allocated evenly between 
taxable income and non-taxable 
income. 
Under the present law, a 
taxpayer can reduce his burden 
by applying all his deductions 
to that portion of his income 
which is not tax exempt. 
The Senate committee provid­ 
ed that its minimum income 
tax will apply to both corpora­ 
tion and individual income. It 
raises about $700 million a 
year in additional government 
revenue, split evenly between 
individuals and corporations. 
The House bill would have 
raised $545 million, entirely 
from individuals. 
In another action, the Senate 
committee voted to extend the

cent 
excise 
tax 
on 
automobiles and the 10 per cent 
excise tax on telephone and 
teletype services until Dec. 31, 


1970, when their rates will drop 
in a three-year phaseout. This 
will bring in $1.1 billion for the 
government during the fiscal 
year that starts next Julv 1.

It had to happen. Long 
a 
game of swing philosophy prac­ 
ticed by amateur and pro alike, 
the game has been reduced to 
a series of cryptic symbols. The 
basic equation is K E. equals 
MV squared divided by 2. 
Freely translated, golf is off 
on a Kinetic Kick. In words this 
means that the Kinetic Energy 
of an object in motion is equal 
to the Mass (or weight) of the 
object multipled by its Velocity 
(or speed) squared (squared is 
the result obtained by multiply­ 
ing Velocity times itself one 
time). 
Confused? Not us. The auth­ 
or 
H.W. (Hank) Trimble, Jr., 
secretary of IBM, used this 
formula to increase his drives 
by an average of 40 yards and 
reduce his handicap from 20 to 
13 in one year without increased 
play or practice. 
Proper application 
of the 
Kinetic Kick has no relation 
to weight shift, hip movement, 
knee actionorwrist cock. These 
are immaterial in the use of 
the Kinetic Kick swing. This is 
why. 
The 
distance 
achieved 
through a golf swing has only 
two factors. Mass, which is 
the clubhead weight, and Velo­ 
city which is the clubhead speed. 
The author says “ There are no 
other elements in the formula 
except Mass (weight) and Velo­ 
city (speed) - that is, club­ 
head weight and clubhead speed. 
That’s 
a l l there 
is. No 
“ strength” or 
“ power” or 
“ wrist snap” or “ weight shift” 
or “ coil for tension” or any­ 
thing else. Only clubhead mass 
and clubhead speed.” 
Basically all of this trans­ 
lates into a golf swing in which 
the swing is started with the 
left shoulder on the backswing 
and 
the 
left 
shoulder on 
the downswing. However, since 
Kinetic Energy is built on the 
backswing, it is mandatory that 
a pause be initiated at the top 
of the swing to eliminate the 
Kinetic energy built up on the 
backswing. 
Thus, the slower the back­ 
swing the less effort is needed 
to eliminate the buildup of Kine­ 
tic energy. The slower the back­ 
swing the easier it is to pause. 
The ultimate goal is to deliver 
the clubhead (mass) to the ball 
at 
its 
maximum 
Velocity 
(speed). 
To put it in layman’s language 
we quote the author: “ The Kine­ 
tic energy of the clubhead gen­ 
erates a centrifugal force that 
keeps the swing in a plane with­ 
out conscious steering of the 
club with the hands to the ball. 
As with a gyroscope, centri­ 
fugal force maintains the club­ 
head in the plane of the swing 
and brings it back to the ball. 
Rather than thinking about hand 
and arm control, 
the golfer 
should concentrate on the power 
around the left shoulder blade 
that creates centrifugal force 
and gryroscopic guidance to the 
ball.” 
Now isn’t that simple enough? 
In summary, rotate the shoul­ 
ders to hit the golf ball, using 
the 
muscles inside 
the left 
shoulder blade to apply the force 
for maximum acceleration of 
the clubhead. Concentrate the 
mind solely and totally on the 
left shoulder throughout. This 
precise computer expert makes 
one concession to the time-hon­ 
ored golf teaching profession. 
One must keep the head anchor­ 
ed behind the ball. 
Another minor point. By get­ 
ting wrist action (acceleration) 
out of the way first, rather 
than having to overcome it at 
the top of the backswing, one 
may (and the author does) fully 
cock the wrists as the very 
first 
thing in the backswing 
(even before the left shoulder 
starts). Once the wrists are ful­ 
ly cocked, leave them cocked 
from then on and forget them to­ 
tally, from that point on doing 
everything solely with the left 
shoulder. 
Over our left shoulder, at the 
moment of writing, is that Math­ 
ematical Marketing genius from 
aerospace (or is it outer space), 
Frank Tranfa, lending consul­ 
tive advice and sage comment. 
A year ago he played to a 22. 
Today he plays to a 13. He’s 
a Kinetic Kick specialist. He 
is available on a consulting bas­ 
is to any VCC golfer who feels 
in need of an interpretive an­ 
alysis of comments noted above. 
For wrong - way golfers such 
as Dar Anderson, Johnny Du- 
fresene and Bob Taylor, please 
call for further clarification 
unless you know the left from the 
right shoulder. 
By the way, the Kinetic Kick 
swing hasn’t been developed for 
a putting stroke as yet. Howev­ 
er, Louie Polonl made a hole- 
in-one on the very day this new 
theory was published in golf 
magainze, ESP, that’s what it 
was!

First and probably foremost, 
tennis has to learn to live with 
television. Every major sport, 
from football to baseball, is 
budgeted to take advantage of 
TV income. In its present form, 
tennis is anathema to the TV 
people. 


In form, it should be ideal. 
It is played in a small area. 
It is fast. It has many poten­ 
tial camera angles. It requires 
great atheltic skill. It builds 
tension and drama. But it has 
a time problem under the tra­ 
ditional scoring system. An ex­ 
ample was the stirring match 
between John Newcombe and 
Marty Riessen during the U.S. 
Nationals. It included one 25- 
23 set. 
The match started at 
12:10 p.m. and was concluded 
at 5:50 p.m. No network could 
stay on live action that long. 
The 
controversial Van Alen 
scoring system (VASS) is a 
possible answer, 
though the 
tennis purists still scowl at 
the ping-pong type of scoring. 
Some sort of compromise scor­ 
ing system, which would impose 
a tentative time limit, should 
be possible to work out in this 
computerized age. 
Tennis should also adopt a 
uniform 
playing surface to 
equalize conditions for every­ 
one. Grass is a throwback to 
the snob days of Newport. Clay 
is unwieldv in some parts of 
the world and definitely favors 
defensive players. The new syn­ 
thetic surfaces should bring all 
factors under control. 
Interest in the game is ob­ 
vious. It fits the tempo of our 
times. Participation at all lev­ 
els is unsurpassed. You can get 
all the tennis you want in an 
hour, while a round of golf can 
chew up most of a day. It re­ 
quires exquisite athletic skill, 
so there are no phony champi­ 
ons. And today, at least and at 
last, there is good money to 
be made, which will attract the 
fine young athletes to its ca­ 
reer potential (and keeps the 
old ones, 
like 
Pancho Gon­ 
zales, hanging on awhile long­ 
er). 
Image - wise, there’s just no 
room for “ love” and “ deuce” 
in modern sport.

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Words on ancient tithing custom

This being the season when 
churches canvass th eir mem­ 
b e rs for pledges 
of financial 
support it seem s appropriate to 
say a few w ords about the 
ancient custom of tithing. 
Tithing m eans that you set 
aside 10 per cent of your total 
incom e and say: 
“ That p a rt belongs to God.” 
It is NOT necessary that all 
of a p erso n 's tithe be given to a 
church. God’s work is also done 
in 
the world by 
hospitals, 
schools, orphanages, old folks’ 
hom es, foreign m ission socie­ 
tie s, inner city centers and a 
host of other agencies that may 
draw their support from “ red 
feather’ 
community 
chest 
drives 
rath er 
than 
church 


pledges. 
The im portant thing is that 
you make up a giving budget 
which reflects your conscien­ 
tious convictions about how God 
would like His 
10 per cent 
distributed. 
A convenient rule of thumb, 
used by many tith ers, is 5 per 
cent for church and 5 per cent 
for charity. But the division is 
entirely up to you. 
Of course, it’s also up to you 
whether you tithe. 
Some church m em bers say 
they don’t approve of tithing 
because it’s a “ m echanical” 
approach to giving. They say 
it’s better just to “ give all you 
can,” rem em bering that 100 per 
cent really belongs to God. 
This may be sound theology. 
But it also can be a convenient 


rationalization for giving sub. 
stantiaily less than lu per cent. 
In nearly a quarter century 
of c a n v a s s i n g for local 
churches, this rep o rter has yet 
to 
encounter 
anyone 
whose 
objections 
to 
“ m echanical” 
tithing prom pted him to give 
100 per cent, or 50 per cent, or 
even 20 per cent of his income. 
The argument for tithing is 
threefold. 
F irst, it has Biblical sanction. 
From the tim e of Abraham to 
the tim e of Jesus, tithing was 
considered 
a 
basic duty of 
God’s 
people. 
The 
prophet 
Malachi felt so strongly about it 
he said that a man who gives 
less than a tenth is robbing 
God. 
Jesus certainly never repudi­ 
ated the idea of tithing. He

If you want a volatile phrase, 
try “ sex education” at the next 
cocktail party, open house or 
PTA meeting. In some commun­ 
itie s this has taken on the emo­ 
tions that used to belong to top­ 
ics like UNICEF, the w ar in 
Vietnam, and the general catch­ 
all, 
“ What 
do you think of 
Bishop Pike?” 
The reason for this uproar is 
not too m ysterious. Educators 
and school officials have stead­ 
ily increased the number of 
cou rses and class discussions 
held in the area of sex educa­ 
tion. In the upper grades, jun­ 
io r and senior high school, the 
adm inistration wisely saw that 
this generation of youth was not 
being overly guided by some 
scattered courses in biology 
and som e vague com m ents be­ 
ing made by a gym teacher in a 
lecture on “ Health.” 
So the appearance of more 
books, study guides, film s and 
specially trained teachers. Gen­ 
erally, the response of school 
d istric ts around the country has 
been highly favorable. Where 
the reaction has been negative, 
even abusive, you find people 
who essentially are 
shocked 
about discussions of reproduc­ 
tion (human or animal) and sus­ 
pect psychic injury to young­ 
s te rs who are using words like 
abortion, 
prem arital 
inter­ 
course and planned parenthood. 
The 
real 
question 
is not 
w hether or not we shall have 
sex education — but what kind. 
Playboy magazine offers an in­ 
stallm ent every month that is 
seen by m illions of kids. The 
motion picture 
industry 
has 
junked our minds with flesh 
and foolishness. And young peo­ 
ple observe, every day, the atti­ 
tudes of th eir parents, their 
neighbors and th eir friends. Sex 
education is all around. The 
issue must be finally resolved 
in attitudes which can be sup­ 
ported by proper inform ation. 
T o deny this in the public sec­ 
to r would be a m oral d isaster. 
It is interesting to note that 


urged men to go the second 
mile, to do even m ore than the 
law required. 
Second, tithing puts giving on 
an orderly b asis, junless you 
resolve in advance that God’s 
tenth comes off the top, you’ll 
never 
be 
able 
to “ afford” 
tithing. T here’ll alaays be some 
other need for money which 
seem s, at the moment, more 
pressing. 
Third, tithing brings great 
rew ards. The m ost im portant 
rew ards 
are 
spiritual, 
of 
course. But a large number of 
tithers 
have 
discovered-to 
their own su rp rise -th a t they 
also seem to get along better, 
in a purely m aterial sense, than 
they ever did when they were 
too “ practical” to give God His 
full tenth.

The only reaction I ever had, 
from parents or the kids, es­ 
pecially those of high school 
age, was this: These have been 
good program s — too bad we 
could not have done this ear­ 
lier! 


Fortunately, 
the 
C hristian 
C hurch has often dem onstrated 
its concern for m arriage and 
the home by providing counsel, 
advice and discussion for those 
planning to be m arried. C ler­ 
gymen could see that it was 
im proper to wait until a cou­ 
ple announced their engagement 
and started talking dates for 
the church sanctuary to elabor­ 
ate on the meaning and purpose 
of m arriage. So the church has 
.been 
vitally interested in the 
whole field of sex education and 
does not feel that the public 
secto r should ignore the op­ 
portunity. 


Many in our society realize 
that venereal disease, illegiti­ 
mate births and 
soaring di­ 
vorce rates among teen-agers 
may be the result 
of 
inade­ 
quate o r nonexistent sex educa­ 
tion. On the positive side of the 
argum ent, Dr. William E. Ho­ 
man, author of the book, “ Child 
S ense” (Basic Books, $6.95) 
says: 
“ O thers are m ore im pressed 
with the terrib le waste of the 
wonderful em otions of love and 
sex 
They see so few people 
whose lives are enriched by the 
fullest possible enjoyment of 
love. They are saddened by the 
abundance of frigid m arriages, 
by parents who em asculate their 
sons, 
defeminize their daugh­ 
te rs 
and emotionally seduce 
their own children. . . They hope 
that better sexual knowledge 
might prevent some of these 
trag ed ies.” 


There are dangerous pitfalls 
here. It would be blasphemous 
to suggest that God’s favor can 
be bought with money. And it 
would be clearly un-Biblical to 
suggest that those who serve 
God 
are 
assured 
of 
His 
protection against the vicissi­ 
tudes of this early life. The 
story of Jesus forever belies 
any such notion as that. 
And yet, however great the 
risk of m isunderstanding, one 
m ust 
give 
honest testim ony 
about the experience of his own 
life. And countless tithers have 
experienced the fulfillment of 
Jesu s' prom ise: 
“ Give to others, and God will 
give to you: you will receive a 
full 
m easure, 
a 
generous 
helping, poured into your hands 
—all that you can hold.”

Spared in purge 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Several curious aspects come to light 
from Communist China’s latest nuclear 
explosions: 
—They were announced to the accom­ 
paniment of vigorous attacks on the Uni­ 
ted States — not Russia. But informa­ 
tion reaching this reporter from Japan 
and Hong Kong indicates a thorough­ 
going purge centered on top Chinese nu­ 
clear scientists with a history of Rus­ 
sian study, visits or scientific co-opera­ 
tion. 


The crackdown was extremely light 
on top Chinese nu­ 
clear scientists with 
a U.S. background. 
The 
purges, 
in 
fact, 
seem to have 
left the American - 
trained men in firm 
control of both nu- 
* 
clear and missile de­ 
velopment. 
Take one example: 
The three top men in 
Communist China’s 
nuclear 
program 
were 
Ch’ien San- 
ch’iang, 
Wang 
Kan-ch’ang 
and Chao 
Chung-yao. Ch’ien San-ch’iang and Wang 
had Soviet connections. Both were ar­ 
rested and imprisoned on charges of 
treason and spying for the Soviet Union. 
Chao had an American • Western 
background. He received his PtpD. from 
the California Institute of Technology. 
Chao was untouched. 
The top man in Red China’s missile 
program is Ch’ien Hsueh-Shen, with a 
background one would think certain to 
lead him into trouble in Communist 
China today. He graduated from the Mas­ 
sachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology 
in 1936, received his Ph.D. from the 
California 
Institute of Technology in 
1939, was a professor of aeronautics at 
MIT from 1937-49. After World War II 
he was sent to Germany to investigate 
rocket development as a consultant to 
the U.S. Navy. 
Yet Ch’ien Hsueh-shen is not re­ 
ported to have come under any criticism 
even during the height of the cultural 
revolution. 
—The purges, though they dealt heavily 
with nuclear scientists, hit lightly over­ 
all on men connected with Red China’s 
missile program. To some observers 
this indicates that in their political 
purging the Red Chinese are very prac­ 
tical men indeed. 


The nuclear research effort reportedly 
is already running quite well, as such 
programs go. The major remaining prob­ 
lems in developing a Chinese military 
capability are said to be largely in de­ 
velopment of missiles and in certain 
problems connected with making war­ 
heads smaller. It is these scientists who 
have been barely touched. 
Considerable speculation is rife in the 
West that the cultural revolution caused 
serious delays in Communist China's nu­ 
clear and missile development. 
But, as noted above, there is evi­ 
dence the Communist purges did not 
take place until the nuclear work had 
progressed to a point where younger 
“ uncontaminated” men had been suffi­ 
ciently trained to take over the work 
of the men to be deposed. 
It is more likely the delays have been 
a result of the shortage of fissionable 
materials. 


The accidental death last year of the 
brilliant Kuo Yung-huai, 59, must also 
have been a setback. Kuo, who studied 
in the United States, was a noted aero­ 
nautical engineer, turned missile man. 
1 he continued Red Chinese progress 
indicated by the two tests just announc­ 
ed, underlines Russian concern which 
led to speculation the Kremlin might 
initiate a preventive strike on China’s 
preimary nuclear and missile installa­ 
tions. 
It seems clear from the data now avail­ 
able that while there may be the norm­ 
al interruptions connected with scienti­ 
fic developments of this magnitude (wit­ 
ness the problems of the U.S. space 
program during the years of its devel­ 
opment), the men who rule Red China, 
whatever 
their preoccupation with po­ 
litical purges, are going to let noth­ 
ing interfere with the development of a 
basic nuclear - missile capability.

On October 24, 1942, the British began 
the Battle of El Alamein. I was there on 
that starlit dawn and the advancing morn­ 
ing seemed set like a blue tile in the 
window of the desert blockhouse where I 
had passed. 
Suddenly the Highlands Pipers sound­ 
ed “ It’s a Long Way to Tipperary” and 
the dead-tired troops rose out of their 
desert trenches— beginning a forward 
assault that never stopped until, years 
-later, we reached Berlin. 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill called the 
El Alemein victory 
“ the hinge of fate” . 
“ Before Alamein we 
never had a victory,” 
he said. “ After Ala­ 
mein we never had a 
defeat.” And Field 
Marshal Erwin Rom­ 
mel reports in “ The 
Rommel 
Papers” : 
“ Alamein turned the 
tide in Africa against 
us and, in fact, pro­ 
bably represented the turning point in 
the world vast struggle.” 
In 1934 Hitler confided to German writ­ 
er Hermann Rauschning that he intended 
to fight England. He added: “ We must 
first procede step by step against piv­ 
otal continental countries. That we will 
succeed is guaranteed by Britain’s lack 
of firmness.” He repeated this to the 
German General Staff on November 5, 
1937. 
On March 14, 1938, Hitler 
annexed 
Austria. Then on the identical day in 
1939 he issued an ultimatum to neighbor­ 
ing Czechoslovakia. And on August 24, 
1939, he was ready (and so was the Sov­ 
iet Union) for his absolutely indispen­ 
sable step— the signing of a mutual 
nonaggression pact with Stalin. As a 
British diplomat said to me in Berlin 
on the day the Nazi-Communist pact was 
signed: “ A1 the ‘isms’ are ‘wasms.” 
At 4:40 a.m. five days later Germany 
attacked Poland by surprise. The Ger- 
mand threw 72 divisions against brave 
Poland, more than the Western powers 
have today in NATO. Then, after Brit­ 
ish Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain 
announced the war on September 3, the 
so-called phony war, now largely for­ 
gotten, with little or no battle activity, 
lasted nearly a year. 
On June 14, 1940, the Germans enter­ 
ed Paris— unopposed. The Battle of 
Britain, in turn, is defined as the six 
summer weeks in 1940 when the Nazi 
Luftwaffe lost its horrible try for an 
all-out kill of England. All of western 
and northern Europe fell, but not Eng­ 
land. 
The 1940 Britain that defied the 
Naxis was the Britain of David Low’s 
cartoon: “ If necessary, alone!” It was 
necessary, and it was alone. 
Then on Sunday, June 22, 1941, Hitler 
struck Russia. The abhorred Nazi pow­ 
er stretched from the Atlantic to the 
boundaries of Central Asia and from 
the Artie to the Nile, the swastika was 
hoised over the entire Mediterranean. 
El Alamein stands at the gate of Alex­ 
andria and Cairo. The battle was fought 
on a 50-mile front. The whirling that cut 
and bit in the searing wind only looked 
like sand. Actually, it was pulverized 
sea shells from the prehistoric bottom 
of the Mediterranean. Far from being a 
billowing desert, the terrain underneath 
was as hard and flat as a slab of mable. 
Lieut. Gen. Bernard L. Montgomery 
(knighted to become the Earl of Ala­ 
mein) described the battle as having 
three 
phases: 
the 
“ break-in,” the 
“ fight,” 
the 
“ break out.” 
The pro­ 
blem, he told me as the dawn broke, 
was to apply three phases against the 
enemy’s forward defense and immediate 
counterattack. “ But,” Montgomery add­ 
ed, “ it is vital to gain at once in my 
first blow the momentum needed for vic­ 
tory. Everything depends on how this 
battle begins.” 
Hitler was running the war from his 
Rastenburg, East Prussian, headquart­ 
ers, which he himself called the ‘ wolf- 
sschanze”— the “ wolf’s lair”— buried 
in a dense tangle of fir trees 
that 
surrounded 
the drab 
buildings 
and 
a small pond. 
Rommel, in turn, had a burning con­ 
tempt for Hitler’s military sycophants 
in remote Rastenburg. He found them 
boring and cowardly. 
“ Weit von Sch- 
lect gibt atle Krieger”— “ Far 
from 


the battle makes old soldiers,” said 
Rommel. 
The wildly victorious Rommel was ab­ 
sent in Germany on sick leave at the 
beginning of the great battle. When Mont­ 
gomery made his move and Rastenburg 
got the word, Hitler personally tele­ 
phoned Rommel in the middle of the 


night. But Rommel could, not reach 
Egypt before Montgomery’s first dec­ 
isive blow was struck. Actually, Rommel 
did not lose the Battle of El Alamein. 
He was not even there— until too late.

Capitol report by Bruce Biossat 
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RICHMOND, Va. (NEA) 
William C. Battle, Democratic nom­ 
inee for governor of Virginia, is clearly 
a breakaway from the once all-powerful 
machine of the late Sen. Harry Byrd. 
Yet the Republicans are trying to 
whipsaw Battle as both a kind of sani­ 
tized rearguard Byrd man and a too- 
modern Democrat who has friendly ties 
with “the Kennedys” — an association 
which stirs quick anger in many southern 
conversations. 
Battle, at 48 a veteran of more than 
two years as U.S. 
ambassador to Aus­ 
tralia but a man with 
no experience in pub­ 
lic office, helped to 
knock out Fred Pol­ 
lard, 
full - fledged 
Byrd candidate, 
in 
Virginia’s first 1969 
primary. 
Later on, however, 
Battle won a hotly 
fought 
runoff from 
fiery liberal Henry Howell with the nec­ 
essary support of the Byrd forces, led 
by Gov. Mills Godwin and the young­ 
er Sen. Harry Byrd himself. 
Even as some of this backing comes 
to him in the present race against 
Republican Linwood Holton, Battle tries 
to lure much of the rival Howell support 
and manfully asserts his basic independ­ 
ence. 
There can be no doubt that he is a 
different cut of Democrat from the stand­ 
ard Byrd image. He is a symbol, indeed, 
of how far Virginia has moved from 
the days when it stood in the forefront 
of “ massive resistance” and other stub­ 
bornly ingenious challenges to racial de­ 
segregation. 
Those legal fights were all lost. Vir­ 
ginians wearied of the turmoil. Richmond 
business 
leaders told Byrd-sponsored 
governors to cease disruptive combat. 
This year huge school desegregation ad­ 
vances took place with hardly a pub­ 
lic murmur. 
Battle, like Holton, offers strong vol­ 
untarily given assurances of a better 
break for blacks in the future. Despite 
anticipated defections in Richmond, the 
Democratic nominee might get 75 to 80 
per cent of the 1969 black vote over­ 
all. 
Battle openly 
and proudly acknowl- 
edges long friendship with the late Pres­ 
ident John F, Kennedy and others in the 
family. 
“ If being the Kennedys’ friend is bad, 
then, by George, it’s bad,” says Battle. 
“ But I don’t think it is.” 
Unlike many a leading Democrat in 
the Deep South and even some parts of 
the OUter South, Battle does not shrink, 
either, from identity with the national 
Democratic 
party. 
Nevertheless, no 
prominent Democrats like Hubert Hum­ 
phrey or Sens. Edmund Muskie and 
George McGovern are scheduled to come 
into Virginia to speak for him. 
“ What I say about it,” Battle tells 
visitors, “is that Virginia has to get 
back into the mainstream if we are to 
make our influence felt in the Demo­ 
cratic parly.” 
In truth, both nominees, responsive 
to the swift urbanizing of a once heavi­ 
ly rural state, sound very much alike 
as they talk of jobs, economic growth, 
pollution, traffic congestion, etc. 
If anything, Battle sounds more con­ 
servative on money matters as he chides 
Holton fof “overpromising” on new 
highways, inderwater tunnels, and a plan 
for a tax refund to aid the poor on food 
and drug costs. 
Since Holton’s “ money pitch” inevit­ 


ably stresses getting big funds from a 
friendly Nixon administration, Battle 
tries to turn that one around to stir 
deepset 
southern resentments against 
“outside” control or influence. The 
visit of Vice President Agnew (a bum­ 
bled affair), the engagement at Norfolk 
of California Gov. Ronald Reagan Oct. 
23, and a possible Nixon foray are all 
used to press the point. 
But if Holton is at all vulnerable 
because, in Battle’s words, the GOP 
nominee is “ making this into a nation­ 
al election,” then Battle must be said 
to find his problems within his own 
state party. 
The Godwin-Byrd aid he got in the 
Howell runoff left its “Byrd taint.” The 
labor and black endorsers of Holton say 
Battle must lose so the Byrd machine 
can be crushed totally. Battle seems wary 
about using again a ready Godwin though 
his muscle might be vital. 
With blue-collar whites and other dis­ 
contented angry at the “ ins,"Battlemay 
well wish his party had not been “ in” 
for a century.

Soil secrets 


One of the real joys of gar­ 
dening is having a rich, work­ 
able soil— one that responds 
to the spade and trowel and 
which, in turn, all plants will 
respond to, 


In this day of enlightenment 
there is really no excuse for 
a compacted and unworkable 
soil. The California Associa­ 
tion 
of Nurserymen recom­ 
mends any of several commer­ 
cial preparations, which, when 
added to the soil, will improve 
your gardening results. Plants 
will respond better to food— 
both that which is in the soil 
and that which you add. Water 
penetration 
is 
enhanced and 
working such soil when plant­ 
ing is a rewarding experience 
for any gardener. 


October is a good month to 
consider a soil conditioner. In 
many areas early rains 
have 
made the soil easier to work 
and this cuts the effort involv­ 
ed to a mimimum. 


While C.A.N. 
nurserymen 
highly rate the commercial con­ 
ditioners, 
they 
don’t 
see 
them 
as 
a cure all for every 
soil. Conditioners improve the 
texture of the soil, but they 
will not add the humus and nut­ 
rients that may be lacking. 
In working the soil to apply a 
conditioner, add some humus- 
forming material such as peat 
moss, leaf mold or a wood bark 
product — your 
nurseryman 
will recommend the best to 
use for your conditions. Com­ 
post, if you’ve taken the time 
to make it, can be added at 
the same time. 


Finally, when food is needed, 
add bone meal, a nurserymen’s 
planter 
mix, or other slow- 
release material that provides 
nutrient over a long time. Added 
now, these will take advantage 
of winter rains to work them­ 
selves into the soil. 


Soil conditioners are avail­ 
able in liquid and dry forms, 
and have been developed for 
specific problems.

TURIN. Italy—On a clear 
day. in this pleasant, busy 
f o r m e r capital of united 
Italy, the spectacular snQw- 
capped Alps stand as an en­ 
ticing backdrop.

eight inches from the end. Sa­ 
loon scenes carved in the wal­ 
nut stock and other parts de­ 
pict a man enjoying steins of 
beer brought by waitresses. 


Other weaponry 


Two halberds belonging to the 
personal guards of Ferdinand I 
and the Arch bishop of Salz­ 
burg, bear the dates of 1558and 
1611. Ferdinand I was the King 
of Bohemia and Hungary from 
1526-64 and emperor of the 
Holy Roman Empire from 1558- 
64. 
Batty explained that con­ 
trary to their wicked appear­ 
ance, they were rarely used for 
combat, mostly for ceremonial 


or protocol purposes. The heads 
of these engraved weapons have 
spikes, 
ax like cutting blades, 
and beaks. Both contain the re­ 
spective crests or coats of arms 
and personal monograms of the 
ruler and the government or or­ 
der. Paradoxical, perhaps, is 
the crest of the Arch bishop 
~ two devils facing each other. 
The date is engraved in Roman 
numerals, 
A Swissvoting sword follows 
in design the ancient swords of 
Switzerland. According to Bat­ 
ty, 
the custom was in use 20 
years ago, and perhaps is even 
today. “A town clerk would 
open a Bible, the voter would 
raise and ‘split’ the center of 
the Good Book with the sword

as he pledged “I swear to de­ 
fend Switzerland and the Chris­ 
tian faith and therefore, I de­ 
mand the 
right to vote." Be­ 
cause only men could make this 
pledge, only males could vote, 
said Batty. 
The guard on a rapier, vint­ 
age 1450-1600 A.D., is all steel 
except for the brass-wound hilt. 
“The blacksmith was a master 
m echoic; he forged it all in 
one piece.’’ From the informa­ 
tion obtained, the rapier was 
carried by a soldier of fortune, 
“ Little Willie," when Italy was 
a state and not a nation. The 
sword had seen service. Batty 
pointed out that the blade had 
been nicked and reground. 
A Hungarian sword developed 
a dual personality after it was 
captured from an Admiral on 
the Danube River. “ I must have 
cut about 10 Hungarian wedding 
cakes with this sword," re­ 
membered the Reverend. 
Various short hunting swords 
tell of the “transition period 
from crossbows to guns," in­ 
toned the collector. “They were 
used to dispatch wounded game 
or as protection from dangerous 
animals. 
After guns became 
more dependable, 
the short 
sword was used only as a sym­ 
bol of authority by the man in 
charge of the Iwnt." He display­ 
ed a short steel sword from the 
Balkans, with holes rusted in 
the blade. It is one of his old­ 
est weapons, dating around 1300 
A.D. 
Also among the 200-odd piec­ 
es of weaponry are a 1906 
Cossack saber and a regimen- 
dated 13,14,15 March 
1848, presumably belonging to a 
commanding officer at the time 
of the Potsdam battle.

Rare shell 
at museum 


Star attractions at the Santa 
Barbara Museum of Natural 
History include rare shells. The 
“Glory of the Seas’’ cone shell, 
probably the only specimen of 
its kind in a West Coast col­ 
lection, was found by natives 
of the small New Guinea village 
of Sio. They sent it, in 1966,

M any a fireplace rem ains 
unused just because it has 
displayed these sym ptom s. 
E ven 
the 
best 
fireplace 
can choke up at tim es. If 
yours 
has 
generally 
given 
good service, but now dis­ 
plays som e bothersom e at­ 
tributes, the problem m ay 
be a sim ple one to solve. 
Som etim es, h o w e v e r , the 
fault is bad design. 
The trouble m ay 
be no 
m ore difficult than a poorly 
m ade fire. If you build the 
fire too close to the front of 
the fireplace, it will fail to 
heat up the rear wall as 
m uch as it should. A warm 
back wall prom otes a good 
draft, sending the sm oke up 
the back of the chim ney. It 
also reflects heat into the 
room . 
If 
the 
fireplace 
sm okes 
only when you start using it 
but works w ell as the fire 
w arm s up, it indicates a cold 
chim ney. This is especially 
true of chim neys built on an 
exterior w all. The cold ch im ­ 
ney 
chills 
the 
air 
which 
d oesn ’t rise as fast as it 
should. Preheat a cold ch im ­ 
ney by holding a tw ist of 
burning paper in the ch im ­ 
ney throat. This will start 
thé air rising, pulling the 


sm oke along with it. 
You m ay not be getting 
enough air, due to a clogged 
chim ney. Make certain the 
dam per 
isn ’t 
stuck. 
They 
som etim es rust shut. A coat­ 
ing of soot will accum ulate 
in tim e, cutting down the 
draft. Clean it out with a 
long brush or broom 
and 
vacuum . If you can get to 
the top of the chim ney, or 
get som eone else up there, 
lower a heavy chain or a bag 
loaded with w eights. 
Scrape 
the soot 
off the 
dam per. If you can get the 
dam per out, clean the sm oke 
shelf in back of it. 
You also need air flowing 
through the house to get a 
good draft. Modern houses 
are tightly sealed. Try open­ 
ing a window a crack and 
see if that helps. 
It is best to put logs across 
andirons or a grate or som e 
other 
support 
so that 
air 
flows freely under them . In 
building a fire, m ost people 
prefer to place crum pled pa­ 
per between the hearth and 
the 
andirons. 
Spread 
kin­ 
dling over this. Then place a 
good-sized log at the back of 
the 
andirons. 
Put 
another 
log 
in 
front, 
som e 
sticks 
over the two and 
then a 
third on 
top. 
Then 
set 
a 
m atch to the paper.

Senate to vate today

on income tax surcharge 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)— The Senate 
votes today on a proposal to allow the 
income tax surcharge to expire at the 
end of this year rather than extending 
it for six more months as President 
Nixon wants. 
The move would cost the government 
$3.1 billion it expects to collect through 
extension of the tax through next June 
30 at half of its current 10 per cent 
rate. 


President Nixon argues the extension 
is a vital part of his program to con­ 
trol inflation. Treasury Secretary David 
M. Kennedy hinted last week the admini­ 
stration might even ask a further ex­ 
tension for the last six months of 1970 
because inflation has proven more en­ 
during than the administration thought. 


But Sen. Harry F. Byrd, Jr., D-Va., 
says 
the 
government 
will 
lose the 
people’s faith if it persists in renewing 
“ tem porary” taxes. 
“ The public has lost confidence in 
government because the leaders of gov­ 
ernment tell the people one thing and then 
do something else,” Byrd told the Sen­ 
ate Monday wnen ne offered his amend­ 
ment. 


Byrd’s proposal would delete the sec­ 
tion in the tax reform bill now before 
the senate that extends the tax on the 
incomes of corporations and individuals. 
When the Senate’s floor debate on the 
bill—the most comprehensive tax mea­ 
sure since adoption of the income tax 
in 1913—opened Monday, liberals were 
caught off guard by an attempt for a who­ 
pping $18 billion tax cut as well as the 


$9 billion tax cuts granted in the bill 
as it was molded in committee. 
Sen. Jam es B. Allen, D-Ala., pro­ 
posed doubling to $1,200 the present 
$600 personal exemption which applies 
to every taxpayer and each of his de­ 
pendents. This would reduce federal 
revenue by $18 billion. 
Liberals, led by Sen. Albert Gore, D- 
Tenn., want to increase the exemption to 
$l,00Q-a step which would cut revenues 
by $12 billion-in place of most of the tax 
cuts in the bill. 
Allen was defeated 46 to 13 after act­ 
ing Republican leader Robert P. Griffin, 
Mich., warned that Nixon would veto a 
m easure that gave away a total of $27 
billion while taking in only $7 billion. 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del., lost on 
two attempts to tighten up tax treat­ 
ment of the oil and m inerals industry. 
The amount of oil depletion allowance 
oil firm s can take is limited by present 
law to no more than 50 per cent of a 
firm ’s net profits. In cutting the allow­ 
ance from 27.5 to 23 per cent, the fin­ 
ance committee decided to raise that 
50 per cent ceiling to 65 per cent for 
companies with less than $3 million in 
gross income. This would be a $10 million 
break for wildcatters. 
Williams’ amendment restoring the 50 
per cent ceiling for all firm s was defeat­ 
ed 34 to 26. 
He lost 37 to 23 on another move to 
restore the 50 per cent ceiling on the 
depletion allowance granted miners of 
gold, silver and copper. The committee 
bill raises it to 70 per cent a move which 
Williams called a new and unjustified 
loophole. 
Interest rete election 


marks Valley milestone 


(First of a series of two)

Next Tuesday’s election to consider a 
hike in the statutory interest rate on 
school building bonds marks a milestone 
in Lompoc Valley history. 
At stake is a $447,000 bond sale and 
ultimately the construction of a music 
and arts annex at Lompoc Junior High 
School. Voters will be asked to raise 
the maximum interest rate from the pre­ 
sent constitutional limit of 5 per cent 
to 7 per cent in order to expedite the 
sale of bonds already approved by the 
voters. 
The hike would add about 69 cents extra 
to the tax bill of a $20,000 home the 
first year and less in each subsequent 
year over the 10-year repayment period— 
or less than these amounts if the bonds 
should be sold for less than 7 per cent. 
Gov. Reagan and the legislature took 
sim ilar action recently when they approv­ 
ed the 7 per cent rate, 
providing 
the electorate first approves the higher 
rate. 
It all begain about 12 years ago when 
taxpayers launched a school building 
drive to house a heavy influx of stu­ 
dents whose parents were drawn here 
by the buildup of Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, or as it was named then, Camp 
Cooke. 
The $447,000 represents the balance 
of a $5 million school bond issue approv­ 
ed by a plurality of 9-1 at an election in 
1961. Voters thereby responded positively 
to critical overcrowding, double sessions 
and inadequate school housing. At that 
time the boom was on and there didn’t 
seem to be any end in sight. 
The community had only five schools 
when the growth spiral begain and these 
were located strategically to serve a 
small city and an even sm aller agri­ 
cultural community. The City of Lom­ 
poc had only a few thousand persons 
and outlying rural areas only a rela­ 
tive handful. But more than that, the 
Valley had a relatively stable, agricultur­ 
al oriented population of average age 
levels— the defense, space oriented in­ 
flux was predominently 
of young and 
growing families. 
School facilities were overwhelmed. 
Additional school building funds to the 
tune of more than $10 million 
were 
eventually 
forthcoming 
from state 


loans— oasea 
on the willingness of 
the Lompoc Valley Community to bond 
itself to the maximum of 10 per cent of 
its assessed valuation— and more than 
$7 million in non-reimbursible federal 
funds. 
The federal building assistance funds 
are non-reimbursible and much of the 
state building loans will never have to 
be repaid, according to school officials. 
The heavy outside school financing was 
part of a massive action by both the 
state and the federal government to meet 
the tremendous burdens placed on prev­ 
iously sm all communities by the huge 
m ilitary buildup, particularly in space 
centers. Lompoc with its burgeoning Van- 
denberg Air Force Base was one of a 
couple hundred school districts in the 
state to be affected. 
School enrollment statistics for the 
years beginning with 1956 graphically 
illustrate the buildup as surely as though 
you were to spell out the arrival of this 
or that aerospace facility at Vandenberg 
A irForce Base, or this or that defense 
installation: 1956-1,905 students; 1957- 
1,959 students; 1958-3,023 students; 1959- 
5,328 students; 1960-7,031 students; 1961- 
8,804 
students; 
1962-10,546 students; 
1963-12,000 
students; 
1964-12,899 stu­ 
dents; 1965-13,646 students; 1966-13,899 
students; 1967-13,944 students; 1968-13,911 
students; 1969-14,031 students. 
The statistics delineate the picture 
from the small beginning, through the 
swift buildup to a peak, the gradual stab­ 
ility of the growth and finally at the end 
of the 12-year surge, a school population 
seven times the original. 
In 1957 the community was served 
by five schools: Artesia, Maple, Honda 
and Lompoc Elementary, and Lompoc 
Union High School. 
Then came the deluge: Mission Hills 
and Vandenberg Village came into being, 
and new housing units by the hundreds 
were built overnight almost in the City 
of Lompoc or along its expanding bor­ 
ders. 
With the growth came children. It 
took a combination of state and federal 
funds in addition to the $5 million voted 
by the electorate in 1961 to cope with 
the meteoric growth of the school pop­ 
ulation. The plan worked well until last 
year when the tight money market made 
the sale of government bonds at the five

G00 Navy continues 
fish-¡natoli site 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI)— 
The 
skipper of the “ GOO(Get Oil OuflNavy” 
says his small blockade fleet “ will con­ 
tinue fishing” on the site of an offishore 
oil drilling well today in anticipation of 
a U.S. Supreme Court decision on further 
drilling. 


The GOO Navy, comprised of small 
private sailboats and an occasional row 
boat, has maintained since Friday a 
“ fish-in” over the site where the Sun 
Oil Co. planned to install a drilling 
platform. 
A1 Weingand, a former state sena­ 
tor and president of GOO, said Santa 
B arbara County Counsel George Fad­ 
ing had been informed the Supreme 
Court would reconvene today to issue a 
decision on drilling in the Santa Barbara 
Channel. 


The City and County of Santa Barbara 
asked the Sigjreme Court Monday 
to 
grant an early hearing on an appeal of 
a court ruling permitting the Army 


Corps of Engineers to grant perm its 
for oil drilling platforms In the chan­ 
nel. 
The rig would be the first new plat­ 
form installed in the channel since a 
Union Oil Co. well blowout last Jan­ 
uary spewed hundreds of thousands of 
gallons of crude petroleum over the 
ocean and beaches up and down the 
coast in the area. 
“ We’re not leaving until we’re driv­ 
en out. We’re fishing, just fishing,” 
said Weingand. 
Sun Oil, meanwhile, continued to have 
its own problems. The 260-foot plat­ 
form was towed near the site iast Fri­ 
day bdt it capsized and sank when it 
was being launched from the barge. 
It landed upside down on the ocean 
bottom with its legs protruding out of 
the water. Attempts to right the plat­ 
form have failed so far. 
Late Monday, the rig was 1,845 yards 
from the G uu “ fish in” and a contron- 
tat ion. 


WASHINGTON (UPD - President Nix­ 
on announced today the United States is 
renouncing development of all germ war­ 
fare weapons except for protective re­ 
search as a peace move to prevent “ mas­ 
sive, unpredictable and potentially uncon­ 
trollable consequences.” 
Nixon ordered the Defense Department 
to start planning how to dispose of all 
existing U.S. 
stocks of bacteriological 
weapons. 
He said in a special announcement that 
the United States would not use lethal 
chemical weapons such as poison gas ex­ 
cept in retaliation. He also asked the 
Senate to ratify in 1925 Geneva pact 
prohibiting the use of germ or poison 
gas in war. 
“ Mankind already carries in its own 
hands too many of the seeds of its own 
destruction,” Nixon said. 
“By the examples we set today, we 
hope to contribute to an atmosphere of 


peace and understanding between nations 
and among m en.” 
The President said U.S. research in 
germ warfare would be limited to de­ 
fensive pruposes such as immunization 
and safety measures. 
There was no immediate indication 
how the Pentagon would dispose of its 
present germ w arfare aresenal. There 
was a flurry of controversy earlier this 
year over the disposal of chemical 
weapons such as mustard gas as dis­ 
tinct from biological weapons. 


In testimony released today by the 
House Appropriations Committee, the 
Army said it had spent $203.8 million 
in research for both chemical and bio­ 
logical weapons since 1963. 
Army officials requested $25.7 million 
for the program in the 12 months end­ 
ing next June 30 compared to the pre­ 
vious budget of $25.5 million. 


Nixon said U.S. intelligence agencies 
“will continue to watch carefully the 
nature and extent of the biological pro­ 
grams of others.” 
In addition to renouncing “ first use” 
of leihal chemicals, the President ex­ 
tended the American position to first use 
of incapacitating chemicals. 
That will not apply to tear gas, so- 
called riot control agents and certain 
chemical used against plant life. 
The President also called on the Sen­ 
ate to ratify the 1925 Geneva treaty 
prohibiting first use in war of “ asphy­ 
xiating, poisonous or other gases and 
bacteriological methods of w arfare.” 
The Geneva agreement was submitted 
to the Senate In 1925 for ratification, 
but no action was taken. The United 
States, nevertheless, says it has adhered 
to the principles of the pact even though 
it is not yet a signatory. 
Russia subscribed to the Geneva pro­ 


tocol in 1928. Communist China also has 
agreed to it. 


Nixon made his ainnouncement in per­ 
son to reporters after a 
bipartisan 
meeting of House and Senate leaders, 
including members of foreign affairs and 
armed services committees. 
The President last June ordered the 
state and Defense Departments to study 
the U.S. chemical and biological war­ 
fare program and submit recommenda­ 
tions to the National Security Council. 
The council reviewed the reports last 
week. 


Nixon said his decisions resulted from 
an extensive review of the CBW policies 
and program s under auspices of the se­ 
curity council. 
The President described his program 
concerning CBW as “ an initiative toward 
peace.”

Calley working only on defense 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (UPI)— The Army 
says 1st Lt. William 
L. Calley J r. 
will remain free pending his court- 
m artial on charges of mudering 109 
men, women and children in a South 
Vietnamese village. 
Released on his own recognizance, 
Calley, 26, has been assigned to the 
deputy commander of the hugh army 
base. 
“ There are no demands placed on 
him in this job,” an Army spokesman 
said. “ His first priority is his own 
defense.” 
Maj. Gen. Orwin C. Talbott, com­ 
manding general at Ft. Benning, signed 
the court-m artial orders Monday and 
directed that it be held on a “ capital” 
basis. That means if Calley is convicted 
the penalty would be at least life im­ 
prisonment and could be death on unan­ 
imous vote of the rive officers trying 
him. 
Calley, of 
Waynesville, N.C. 
is 
charged with the premeditated murder 


of 109 persons of the Song My hamlet 
during a sweep through Vietnam’s Quang 
Ngai province on March 16, 1968. The 
Army said 25 other soldiers 
or 
for­ 
m er 
servicem en are under investiga­ 
tion in the alleged m assacre. Calley’s 
trial is not expected to begin at Ft. 
Benning for a month or more. 
Calley, whose family now lives in 
Hialeah, Fla., was a platoon leader in the 
11th light infantry brigade at the time of 
the incident. The village was retaken by 
the Viet Cong after the killings, the Army 
said, and no South Vietnamese witnesses 
were available for questioning. 
Paul Meadlo, 22, of T erre Haute, Ind., 
a former soldier, said he shot at least 
10 or 15 persons on “ ord ers.” 
Meadlo said about 40 to 45 villagers 
were rounded up when the soldiers 
entered the hamlet and Calley told him, 
“ you know what to do with them, don’t 
you?” Meadlo said he thought Calley 
meant to watch the group, but he said 
the lieutenant returned about 15 min­ 


utes later and asked, “ how come you 
ain’t killed them yet?” 


“ So he stepped back about 10, 15 feet 
and he started shooting them. And he 
told me to start shooting. So I started 
shooting,” Meadlo said. 


The villagers, he said, were “ begging 
and saying ‘no, no,’ and the mothers 
were hugging their children. . .but they 
kept right on firing.”

Supervisors pass pay schedule 


The Board of Supervisors unanimous­ 
ly adopted a new salary ordinance Mon­ 
day which will go into effect next Jan. 1 
providing pay boosts ranging from 21/2 
per cent to 10 per cent for the large 
majority of the 2,356 county positions. 
The supervisors approved the second 
salary boost in a six-month period for 
employes who previously had averaged 
a 4*2 
per cent pay boost effective 
last July 1. 
Protests from the Sheriff’s Bene­ 
fit and Relief Assn., the AFL-CIO So­ 
cial W orkers’ Union, and Superior Court 
clerks for pay scales higher than rec­ 
ommended 
by Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson did not sway the 
board. 
Sherin s department representatives 


sought a pay boost for deputies of 7*/2 
per cent rather than 5 per cent recom ­ 
mended. Social W orkers’ Union spokes­ 
men sought a 10 per cent boost rather 
than 2 '2 per cent for eligibility work­ 
ers in the Welfare Department. Superior 
Court clerks wanted 7y2 pay increase 
in lieu of recommendations for no in­ 
crease this year. 


The action taken by the supervisors 
means that salaries and fringe benefits 
for the employes involved will cost 
an added $528,332 for the final half of 
the 1969-70 fiscal year ending next June 
30. This will come from a contingency 
fund placed in the budget. 
However, the county pay structure will 
be built still higher about April 1. At 


that time, it is expected, higher pay 
levels will be set for more than 300 
county hospital workers whose pay ad­ 
justments were deferred Monday, pend­ 
ing arrival in January or February of 
up-to-date pay data on which private 
hospitals also base their salaries. 
Sheriff’s office spokesmen said that 
their deputies are lagging behind pay 
schedules of Santa B arbara at police, 
State Highway Patrol and UC Santa 
Barbara security details, and will be 
“ farther behind” by next July when 
these agencies presumably will get furth- 
er increases.

Astronauts 
condition 
excellent 


ABOARD USS HORNET (UPD - The 
three Apollo 12 astronauts, 
in “ ex­ 
cellent shape” following the fiery reen­ 
try of the space capsule Into the earth ’s 
atmosphere, steamed toward Honolulu to­ 
day aboard this aging World War II at­ 
tack carrier. 
The moon men, Charles “P ete” Con­ 
rad, Alan L. Bean and Richard F. G or­ 
don will be flown from Hawaii to the 
Manned Spacecraft Center on the edge 
of Houston where they will be quaran­ 
tined until Dec. 10 to assure they brought 
back no deadly moon bugs. 
Within ten minutes after the astronauts 
went into quarantine aboard the Hornet 
NASA physician Clarence Jem igan pro­ 
nounced them in excellent condition. 
Bean, however, had to have several 
stitches taken in a half-inch cut over his 
right eye late Monday night. Doctors said 
the injury, received when he was hit 
by a cam era at splashdown, was minor. 
Dr. Clarence Jernigan also reported 
that Bean had an Inflamed ear from 
the spacecraft’s oxygen atmosphere and 
the physician said all three pilots had 
minor skin irritations from biomedi­ 
cal sensors that were attached to their 
chests. 
Apollo 12’s treasure of moon rocks 
and soil samples was flown off the car­ 
rier in two batches early today and was 
due to arrive at the lunar receiving lab­ 
oratory at the Houston Space Center 
late in the day. 
Conrad, Gordon and Bean landed flaw­ 
lessly In the rolling South Pacific at 
3:58 p.m.

The splashdown in 24-mile-an-hour 
winds and 11-foot seas ended a 10-day, 
half-million mile round trip to the Ocean 
of Storms where Conrad and Bean walked 
twice on the surface and left behind a 
geological experiment station expected to 
broadcast information back for at least a 
year. 
President Nixon, who witnessed their 
launch into low clouds, over Cape Ken­ 
nedy, telephoned them inside their isola­ 
tion trailer and promoted them on the spot 
from Navy commanders to captains. 
“ I’ve been trying to think of someway 
to recognize you, so exercising my pre­ 
rogative as Commander-In-Chief of the 
Armed Forces, I decided you should be 
promoted and from this day forth shall 
be known as Capt. Conrad, Capt. G or­ 
don and Capt. Bean. Congratulations.” 
In Houston, space agency officials wai­ 
ted anxiously to discuss Conrad's pin­ 
point landing with him. He put Intrepid 
down close enough to the landing site of 
Surveyor 3 for him and Bean to retrieve 
parts from the spacecraft. 
But he radioed from space it “ took 
every bit of knowledge 1 had to get that 
baby down there in the right place.” 
That puzzled officials who were not 
sure of his exact meaning. 
“ I think that is going to really give us 
the clue as to what we can do in the 
next flight and the flights to com e,” 
Kraft said. 
Beginning with Apollo 13, scheduled 
for launch in March, the space agency 
hopes to fly into the rugged hilly and 
highland areas of the moon. These areas 
are considered more scientifically inter­ 
esting.

NEW YORK

Meadlo 
told 
Monday night how his company 
killed about 370 Vietnamese 
villagers in Song My on a day 
in March, 1968. 
Meadlo recalled the first 15 
men, women and children he 
shot, 
then 
lost 
count. 
“ I 
couldn’t say ... just too many,” 
he said. 
“ Why did I do it?” Meadlow, 
22, of Terre Haute, Ind., said to 
an 
interviewer 
on the CBS 
radio network. “ Because I felt 
like I was ordered to do it, and 
it seemed like that. At the time 
I felt like I was doing the right 
thing, because like I said I lost 
buddies. I lost a damn good 
buddy, Bobby Wilson, and it 
was on my conscience. So after 
I done it, I felt good, but later 
on that day, it was gettin’ to 
me.” 
The day after the killing at 
Song My, Meadlo stepped on a 
land mine outside his camp and 
the explosion tore off part of 
his foot. 
“ I felt I was punished,” he 
said. 
He described how his squad 
of soldiers gathered 40 to 45 
villagers when they first got to 
the hamlet: 
“ We all huddled them up. We 
made them squat down, and Lt. 
(W illiam ) 
Calley came over 
and said, you know what to do 
with them, don’t you? And I 
said 
yes. So I took it for 
granted that he just wanted us 
to watch them. And he left, and 
came back about 10 or 15 
minutes later, and said, how 
come you ain’t killed them yet? 
And I told him that *1 didn’t 
think you wanted us to kill 
them, that you just wanted us 
to guard them’. He said, ‘No, I 
want them dead.’ 
“ He (Calley) stepped back ... 
and he started shooting them... 
So I started shooting.” Meadlo 
said he fired 60 to 70 bullets 
from his M-16 rifle in quick, 
automatic bursts. 
Later the soldiers gathered 
more villagers, about 70 to 75 
men, women and children, and 
shot them at the brink of a 
ravine. 
Someone 
told 
the 
soldiers to fire single shots-“ to 
save our ammo,” Meadlo said. 
“ They (the Vietnamese) was 
begging and saying no, no. And 
the mothers was hugging their 
children ... but they kept right 
on firing. Well, we kept right on 
firing. They was waving their 
arms and begging.” 
The 
attack, 
Meadlo 
said, 
“ was just revenge.” 
Even now, the ex-soldier said, 
“ I see the women and children 
in my sleep. Some days ... 
some nights, I can’t even sleep. 
I just lay there thinking about 
it.”

Hoffman was to have ruled 
Monday on a motion to sup­ 
press the records of the Chica­ 
go Police undercover subver­ 
sive squad. He postponed 
a 
ruling until today. 
In arguing against 
the de­ 
fense motion for dismissal of 
the trial on the grounds it has 
“ a chilling effect” on the rights 
of free speech, U.S. Attorney 
Thomas A. Foran said, “ the 
First Amendment is a thousand 
miles away from what is involv­ 
ed in this case.” 
Defense 
Attorney Leonarc 
W inglass had argued that the 
use of “ constitutionally pro­ 
tected and legal activity such as 
speeches as evidence 
against 
these the defendants has ser­ 
iously 
impaired 
free speech 
in this country.” 
The 
seven 
defendants are 
accused 
of conspiring to in­ 
cite the riots that erupted in Chi­ 
cago’s 
parks 
and downtown 
streets during the convention. 
Hoffman 
ruled that the de­ 
fense motion was “ wholly with­ 
out foundation” and said the 
questions 
concerning 
free 
speech 
in the trial 
had been 
ruled on previously. 
The defense argued that the 
government’s use of undercov­ 
er 
agents to “ gather intelli­ 
gence concerning lav.ful activ­ 
ity also had a chilly eifect” on 
free speech. But Foran replied, 
“ the defense . . . seems to have 
some concept that law enforce­ 
ment should stand handcuffed 
and mute in the face of illegal 
activities.” 
The question of undercover 
investigation has become criti­ 
cal in the trial Last week Hoff­ 
man ruled that the police would 
have to 
disclose the “ red 
squad” records but a city attor­ 
ney said 
that to allow the de­ 
fense to see the results of the 
investigation would “ emascu­ 
late” the unit’s efficiency and 
put its informants in “ jeopardy 
of their lives.”

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May be limits to man's 
moon accomplishments 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston 
(U PI) - Apollo 12 opened the 
age of science on the surface 
of another world. But it may 
also have uncovered some lim­ 
its to the grand things man 
wants to accomplish on the 
moon. 
Charles “ Pete” Conrad and 
Alan L. Bean walked the gray, 
cratered lunar surface twice. 
Their voices, crackling across 
staticTTilled radio links, poured 
forth a steady description that 
delighted 
geologists on earth. 
The moonwalkers 
brought 
back 
almost 100 pounds of the 
rocks and soil and glass beads 
they saw on the moon — a sam­ 
ple, Conrad said, of everything 
around. 
That was more than twice the 
moon material Apollo 11 re­ 
turned. And already the Apol­ 
lo 11 rocks and soil have told 
scientists the moon is unlike the 
earth and that at least part of 
it is 
4.5 billion years old, far 
older 
than the most ancient 
rocks known to man. 
In addition, Conrad and Bean 
set up a nuclear-powered sci­ 
ence station on the moon that 
should run in darkness and in 
sunlight for a year or more. Al­ 
ready working, it has relayed 
knowledge of a lunar 
surface 
that vibrates 
strangely when 
objects slam into it. 
Other experiments in the sta­ 
tion will study the magnetic 
field of the moon and solar wind, 
the streams of radiation the sun 
pours out which may have bak­ 
ed the moon to its dark gray 
color. They also will study the 
ul'.ra-rare 
atmosphere of the 
moon. 
And the pinpoint 
navigation 
that put Apollo 
12 down just 
700 feet from the old Surveyor 
3 
robot camera craft —part 
of which the astronauts return­ 
ed so engineers could see what 
the 
lunar 
environment does 
to machinery —seemed to prove 
man can fly into nooks and cran­ 
nies of these mountainous areas 
and their foothills. 
But did it really? 
At one point on his way back 
the Apollo 12 commander, 
a 
crack pilot, said it took all his 
knowledge to set the spacecraft 
down on the lunar surface. 
At another point he said it was 
“ IFR (instrument flight rules) 
all the way.” This, space agency 
officials believe, might mean 
his landing engine kicked up so 
much dust Conrad could not see 
where he was touching down. He 
missed a crater edge by just 20 
feet. 
“ We’ve got to talk that over 
very carefully with Conrad and 
see what he really meant . . . 
find out the problems he truly 
did 
have,” 
said Kraft, who 
guessed 
the Apollo 12 com­ 
mander 
might have 
worried 
about running out of fuel while 
he hovered over the surface 


looking for a safe place to set 
down. 
“ I think that is going to real­ 
ly give us the clue as to what 
we can do in the next flight and 
the flights to come,” he said. 
That problem —the pilot’s un­ 
certainties 
heading toward a 
small, safe target in rugged 
terrain — may limit future Apol­ 
lo plans if it proves a serious 
one. 


2,700 executed 
in Hue during 
Tet offensive 


SAIGON (UPI)-Offlcial sour- 
ces said today a captured North 
Vietnamese document admits to 
the execution of nearly 2,700 
persons in Hue during the 1968 
Tet offensive. 


The sources said the admis­ 
sion was contained in an “ after 
action” report to Communist 
headquarters which stated “ we 
eliminated” the South Vietna­ 
mese civilians, policemen and 
soldiers. 


The document said 
those 
killed included 1,800 “ adminis­ 
trative personnel,” nearly 800 
“ tyrants” and more than 100 
policemen and 
soldiers, 
the 
sources said. 


Allied troops captured the 
document 
shortly 
after 
the 
month-long 
battle 
for 
Hue 
ended, the sources said, but it 
has not yet been made public. 
No 
reason 
was 
given 
for 
withholding it. 


The bodies of nearly 2,600 
persons 
slain 
in

Hue 
fighting have been recovered 
from

city. Viet Cong broadcasts have 
denied executions, saying “ the 
people of Hue” had punished

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Heisman 
goes to 
Owens

Owens of Oklahoma, one of the 
most prolific scorers and ball 
carriers 
in college 
football 
history, 
was named winner 
today 
of the 1969 Heisman 
Trophy as the nation’s out­ 
standing collegiate player. 
Owens, who also ran away 
with the voting for a running 
back position on the 1969 All- 
America team announced to­ 
day, is the second Oklahoma 
University—and Big Eight Con­ 
ference—athlete 
to 
win the 
coveted award. Billy Vessels, a 
halfback, won the honor in 1952. 
The 6-foot-2, 215-pound senior 
from Miami, Okla., edged Mike 
Phipps, 
Purdue quarterback, 
1,488 points to 1,334, in the 
Heisman balloting conducted by 
the Downtown Athletic Club. He 
was named first on 294 of the 
992 ballots cast by sportswri- 
ters across the nation. 
Rex Kern, Ohio State quarter­ 
back, 
finished third 
in the 
balloting with 856points. Phipps 
received 226 first place votes 
and Kern 154. 
Archie Manning, University 
of Mississippi quarterback, was 
fourth with 582 points and Mike 
Reid, 
defensive 
tackle 
for 
unbeaten Penn State, finished 
fifth with 297 points. Another 
tackle, Mike McCoy of Notre 
Dame, was 
sixth with 290. 
Others, in order, were Jim Otis, 
Ohio 
State 
fullback; 
Jim 
Plunkett, Stanford quarterback; 
Steve Kiner, Tennessee line­ 
backer; 
Jack 
Tatum, 
Ohio 
State 
defensive 
back; 
Bob

back; 
Lynn Dickey, 
Kansas 
State quarterback; John Ise- 
nbarger, Indiana running back;

The trophy, considered the 
most prestigious of the post­ 
season citations, is named for 
the late John W. Heisman. It 
was started in 1935 with Jay 
Berwanger 
of 
Chicago 
the 
initial 
winner. 
Last 
year’s 
award went to O. J. Simpson of 
Southern California. 
Traditionally the trophy has 
gone to a backfield star and a 
senior. Only non-backs to win 
the 
award were end Larry 
Kelley of Yale in 1936 and end 
Leon Hart of Notre Dame in 
1949. 
The last junior to gain the 
award was Roger Staubach of 
Navv in 1963. In 1964 it went to 
Notre Dame quarterback John 
Huarte.

OCEAN FISHING 
The salmon season is now a 
thing of the past for 1969. While 
it opened in good shape, condi­ 
tions gradually faded away with 
spasmodic occasions when it 
really looked like something. 
All in all, the season was not 
by any means outstanding. Fish 
were there, as evidenced by 
the commerical takes, and were 
on the large side. But the depth 
of the fish was prohibitive for 
the sportsfishermen with sal­ 
mon being found at least 100 
fathoms and sometimes deeper. 
Anchovies, the principle feed 
fish, were at that depth. Usually 
heavy schools were in evidence 
on the 
surface. 
Commercial 
fishermen, who we contacted, 
blame the anchovy fishery al­ 
though with the take consider­ 
ably lower than the allowable 
limit, one can hardly blame the 
anchovy fishermen. 
Commerical fishing for rock 
fish has been good and the drag 
boats are much in evidence, 
causing 
much 
anguish from 
sports fishermen who have not 
been doing as well in the usual 
hot spots. Commercial hook and 
line fishermen are also getting 
their take from water up to 200 
fathoms deep. 
Albacore fishing out of Morro 
Bay also took a turn for the bet­ 
ter after it looked 
like 
the 
“ long fins” had departed. The 
average has been about two fish 
per rod with fishing being done 
about 20 to 30 miles south of 
Morro Bay. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Trout fishing in all but the 
six southern counties came to 
an end and as far as Lake Lopez 
was concerned, was good until 
the end. 
With regard to the parasites 
found near the dorsal fin of some 
trout, an answer from the DFG 
which 
should 
put 
an end 
to worries about eating quality 
of affected fish. The parasites 
are quite common in most Cali­ 
fornia waters with very little 
that can be done about it. The 
parasite often falls off before 
cooking and not many fish are 
killed by it, according to the 
DFG. 
Lopez got its first “bonus” 
planting with all fish being lab­ 
eled “ sizeable” by the DFG. 
Another planting will be made 
next spring with fish to be in 
the range of one to six pounds. 
This may present a problem 
since one six pounder can put 
a very sizeable dent in the catch- 
able trout since big fish eat 
smaller fish. It also can pres­ 
ent 
a problem to the 
angler 
next splng since the limit is 
in addition to the 10-fish lim­ 
it, there is also an alternative 
of 10 pounds and one fish. 
Having caught two six pound- 
ers, what is the situation of 
the hapless angler? He has un­ 


wittingly broken the law by pos­ 
sessing 12 pounds of fish. 
The manager of Nacimiento 
Park reports bass fishing has 
picked up with fish going up 
to four pounds in weight b€b 
ing caught. Best bass fishing 
for the big ones is near the 
stumps and brush. A jig and 
eel or a spinner jig are said 
to be the best lures, also Rebels 
and Rapalas have been good on 
bass fishing in the back of the 
coves in the sand. 
Crappie 
fishing is fair to 
good at Nacimiento with feather 
jigs and meal worms best baits. 
Completion of repairs to the 
dam is expected shortly with 
officials expecting to curtail 
the outflow of water from the 
dam by Dec. 1. 
Not many anglers have been 
working Lake Margarita 
but 
those who have are finding ex­ 
cellent 
bass and 
catfishing. 
Crappie have been the main 
attraction 
with 
many limits 
being caught. White jig flies 
are the best lure when worked 
around brushy areas. 
Trout fishing at Cachuma is 
picking up with bass reported 
to be on the slow side. Trout 
are now moving around the 
lake looking for food. As a re­ 
sult one hot spot one day isn’t 
necessarily the area to fish 
the next. 


HUNTING 
Warm weather has put a crimp 
in wildfowl hunting in the Im­ 
perial Valley areas where birds 
are spending their day time 
feeding way out on the Salton 
Sea. The birds then feed at 
night inshore and move out 
to sea again in the day. Hunt­ 
ers last week barely averag­ 
ed a bird each. 
Pheasant season opened Sat­ 
urday with prospects about the 
same as last year. Bag limit 
in the northern area is four 
per day for the remainder of 
the season but no more than 10 
per season. The southern area 
has a limit of two birds with no 
more than 10 per season also. 
Either sex may be taken in the 
south while northern hunting is 
limited to males. 


DFG COMMISSION REPORTS 
A die off of small steelhead 
in San Luis Obispo Creek in the 
city limits of San Luis Obispo 
is under investigation by DFG 
officials. 
It seems as though this creek 
is a catchall for any unwanted 
sewage, dirty water and pollut­ 
ing elements that have to be 
disposed of. In a survey of the 
creek, it was found that many 
drains and pipes from all sorts 
of industries all end in the creek 
and so far there is little that 
has been done to remedy 
the 
pollution. However, the matter 
is still under investigation by 
the DFG.

DONG T IEN . South Viet­ 
nam — (N E A) — The man's 
name is Nguyen Van Dum. 
He is 20 years old. He is four 
feet, five i n c h e s tall. He 
weighs 78 pounds. His shoe 
size is six. 
He's a South Vietnamese 
soldier. 
He is the man who is re­ 
placing the American GI in 
this continuing conflict 
Van Dum is not very happy 
about the whole thing. 
A 
couple of months ago he was 
a rice-paddv worker, neither 
knowing nor caring about 
s o l d i e r i n g . Then he was 
drafted Now. until either the 
war or his life ends, he is a 
member of the most contro­ 
versial and surely the most 
desperate military force in 
the world. 
Since the beginning of the 
decade. South Vietnam has 
enlisted one of every eight 
c i t i z e n s in some sort of 
armed service. 


But Van Dum has the most 
unpleasant burden of all He 
is a private first class in the 
infantry. The lowest-ranking, 
highest - e x p o s e d. longest- 
laboring and shortest-lived 
warrior of the war. 
And this, in brief, is how it 
is for him. 


He rises at 4 a m. Retires 
whenever allowed 
And in 
between, seven days a week, 
is expected to kill Commun­ 
ists or kill time, whatever 
the situation demands. 
In either situation. 
Van 
D ur.’s 
working 
conditions 
are S p a r t a n . The jungle 
camps are bad, the garri­ 
sons even worse. Where the 
infantry goes, the slumlife 
follows* Van Dum’s buildings 
are made from cardboard. 
He stands in muck. He sits 
on rocks. He s l e e p s over 
logs. As a rule, his nearest 
running water is a river. 


As a matter of fact, the 
only r e a l cleaning in the 
Vietnamese infantry is done 
by nature. The garbage is 
eaten by the flies. The flies 
are eaten by the spiders. The 
spiders are eaten by the 
snakes . . . 


And the snakes are eaten 
by Pfc. Van Dum. 
The trooper, however, eats 
to survive. 
Snakes, 
birds, 
varmints—such wildlife are 
used to s u p p l e m e n t the 
soldier’s army ration, which

is meager. 
By regulation. 
Van Dum is allowed only 750 
grams of government food a 
day. 
It is mostly rice and 
p r o v i d e s less than 2,1X10 
calories—about half of what 
a foot soldier, even a Viet­ 
namese foot s o l d i e r , re­ 
quires. 
There is another problem 
with the infantry chow, too 
It's expensive. Van Dum is 
docked 38 cents a day for his 
share 
He can ill afford the price. 
Despite recent governmental 
salary increases, the pfc.’s 
monthly pay is still only $20 
—not nearly enough, even 
before food deductions, to 
purchase basic items of per­ 
sonal necessity. 


But bad as Van Dum's food 
and money problem is now. 
it will likely get worse. For 
although the cost of living in 
Vietnam rises d a i 1 y. the 
soldier's salary is fixed 
He 
can get a raise only if he can 
get a promotion. Some pfc s 
here have waited 10 or more 
years for their second stripe. 


Actually, the only immedi­ 
ate way Van Dum can get 
any more money out of the 
army is to be killed in com­ 
bat, as some UK).000 of his 
countrymen have been in the 
last nine years. In general, 
tor a pfc. casuality. compen­ 
sation amounts to less than 
$300. 
And so Nguyen Van Dum 
has a dim time of it 
His 
present is precarious. 
And 
his future is unpredictable. 
As an illiterate son of an 
illiterate f a m i 1 v. he can 
neither read nor write let­ 
ters. 
As a low man in the 
ranks, he can expect only 15 
days’ furlough a year. As 
one 
of 
the 
skimpiest-paid 
workers in his nation, he can 
neither spend nor save. And 
as an infantryman, he can 
very easily be one of the 25.) 
to 400 of his comrades who 
will be s l a u g h t e r e d this 
week. 


Such prospects, certainly, 
are hard to take. And Van 
Dum may decide not to. It’s 
possible he may just join 
the 20 to 25 per cent of Viet­ 
namese 
infantrymen 
who 
desert each year. 
But the greater probability 
is that he’ll stick with it. And 
despite the privation, as the 
Americans continue to be 
withdrawn, he’ll continue to 
a d v a n c e . Why? As any 
soldier here knows from re­ 
la t e d warnings, life in the 
Vietnamese infantry may be 
awful, but life in the Viet­ 
namese infantry jail is worse

Honor on the line 


The immediate and natural reaction to the charge that a 
patrol of American soldiers gunned down 567 South Vietnamese 
civilians and destroyed their village in March, 1968, is one 
of utter disbelief. 
Then, horribly enough, there creeps in the suspicion that 
it might be true and, even wors^, the willingness to shrug it 
off as one more of those unfortunate atrocities that inevita­ 
bly happen in war. 
But this is not another Green Berets case involving the 
liquidation of a double or triple agent, nor an eipisode of 
misdirected bombs or artillery shells. The crime, alleged 


by the survivors of the village, is cold-blooded mass murder 
of men, women and children committed not by Viet Cong oi 
North Vietnamese Communists but by American fighting men. 
The Army is investigating the stories of the villagers and 
has brought murder charges against a lieutenant of one of the 
platoons involved and charges of assault with intent to murder 
against a staff sergeant. 


Justice demands that the investigation be pursued until the 
full truth is known and until any and all who may be guilty 
are brought to light. The national honor demands it. 


Sins against nature 


Americans have been lying to themselves and cheating their 
children for generations. Now they are going to have to pay 
the penalty. 
This is the blunt, brutal gist of the Speech delivered by 
Secretary of the Interior Walter J. Hickel at the recent Louisi­ 
ana Gulf Coast Oil Exposition. 
The lie is that we are not really as affluent as we have al­ 
ways believed. The cheating is the passing on to future gener­ 
ations of the bill for the abuse of America’s resources. 
We got where we are mainly because we were lucky enough 
to inherit an extraordinarily abundant inventory of natural 
resources, Hickel said. We were also clever enough to develop 
our technology and business to give us extensive access to them. 
But — “ We cheated on the costs we paid. Goods in our houses 
and garages appeared to be cheaper than they really were. Just 
recently we have begun to look at the enormous backlog of de­ 
layed costs.” 
What we see is desecrated land, foul air, polluted water —•

“ and we are horrified at what we see. The bill for this dam­ 
age is staggering. But we must pay it, or go out of business.” 
Hickel specifically warned the oil industry that it must spend 
whatever it costs to protect the environment from fumes and 
pollution, but made it clear that his warning applies to our 
entire industrial society. 


“We are going to have a quality environment,” he said. 
“ Every industry must provide for full restoration of distrub- 
ed soil cover. We must dispose of noxious compounds to pro­ 
tect wildlife and vegetation, and the health and safety of people. 
“The cost of these measures will show up in the price of 
the goods and services offered to the public, instead of being 
put on the cuff for succeeding generations to pay.” 
To repeat the secretary’s tough words: 
The bill for our desecrated landscape, foul air and polluted 
water is staggering. 
But we must pay it, or go out of business. 


Memorial extension 


New arguments for and against the 
proposed 
$6-million Ward Memorial 
Blvd. extension across Goleta Slough 
have broken out. The new outbreak 
brings on added headaches for county 
supervisors who have sought to resolve 
the problem. 
The University of California, Santa 
Barbara Office of Architects and En­ 
gineers has just released a 35-page re­ 
port illustrated with maps and charts 
documenting the asserted need for the 
project. 
At the same time, the UC Santa Bar­ 
bara Graduate Students Assn. issued a 
statement declaring its opposition to the 
plans. 
The proposal is for a freeway to 
cross the lower reaches of the Slough 
— a notable bird habitat — bordering 
the bluff of the seashore campus in Go­ 
leta Valley. 
While the project stirred up con­ 
siderable furore earlier this year, the 
Slough battleground has been quiet lately 
as principals seemingly have been busy 
with other causes and undertakings. 
The two statements just issued furth­ 
er accent 
the split in thinking on the 
project within the campus community. 
The administration favors the freeway 
extension, but many members of the 
faculty and student body strongly oppose 


it as being environmentally destructive 
while alternate highway improvements 
are feasible. 
The new report from the university 
architects and engineers office gives 
further support to university contentions 
the freeway extension would avoid multi­ 
ple traffic headaches. 
Such 
headaches would occur when 
an estimated 50,000 cars try to enter 
and leave UCSB campus areas daily by 
1086. This huge traffic volume, it is said, 
would be engineered by a maximum 
student body count of 25,000, plus cars 
from teaching, service and maintenance 
employes and others involved with the 
running of a huge university. 
The UCSB graduate 
students group 
says it is convinced, on the other hand, 
that the freeway would damage the entire 
Slough area by destroying an “essential 
part of it.” 
A campus-wide referendum is sought 
on the subject, according to Clive Lee- 
man president, and Larry Beloof, secre­ 
tary, who signed the graduate students 
association letter to the supervisors. 
The supervisors have approved the ex­ 
tension. So has the city of Santa Bar­ 
bara. The State Division of Highways 
continues to be in the middle between the 
conservationists and environmentalists 
on one hand and the public agencies and

the university administration on the oth­ 
er. 
County officials point out that the 
proposed extension is related to multi­ 
million dollar residential, recreational 
and commercial projects along Ward 
Memorial Freeway.

And the Santa Barbara Municipal Air­ 
port traffic plans are related to a free­ 
way extension.

TV gravy train 


When Vice-President 
Spiro Agnew 
sounded off about the TV networks he 
might have gone one step further. And 
so long as he has taken this first lonely 
step I hope he will. 
This column has asked again and again 
in the public interest a simple question 
that is always tucked under the bed 
and never answered by the politicians, 
the TV newwork moguls or other powers 
that be: 
Why not tax the networks for their 
use of the public's airwaves? 
Why does our government give for 
free and incredibly-valuable licenses to 
the channels? These belong to us. We 
own them. NBC, CBS and ABC do not. 
They are merely profitable corporations 
riding— free— the greatest gravy train 
in the history of the United States. 
Does the federal government give away 
for nothing its off-shore oil and mineral 
lands, or anything else? Imagine the 
howl if Alaska had given away to pri­ 
vate, profit-making interests— free— 
the properties recently auctioned for 
nearly $1 billion. We taxpaying peasants 
don’t even get a dog license free. 
When a billboard 
company sells space 
it must pay to use 
the location. When a 
subway 
advertising 
Arm uses the cars to 
sell space it must pay 
the cars’ owner. Can 
you operate even a 
peanut stand in a pub­ 
lic park without pay­ 
ing 
for the license 
and the concession? 


But the lush and powerful networks us­ 
ing the public’s airwaves— oh, no. Why? 
When we taxpaying peasants use cig­ 
arettes, or gasoline, of buy a toothbrush, 
we’re taxed for their use. But, oh, no, 
not the lush and powerful networks. What 
they use is handed them on a silver 
platter. And their piracy catches the pub­ 
lic like an innocent bystander in a bank 
holdup. 
If a network can give Dean Martin 
a contract announced as worth $35 mil­ 
lion and if another network can pay 
the private owners $800,000 rent to 
show just one single film, why can’t 
these free-riding companies pay for 
their licenses and the use of the pub­ 
lic’s airwaves which gives them a mon­ 
opoly in the channels and allows them 
to sell time on the public’s airwaves to 
advertisers for billions of dollars?This 
is patently absurd. 
There are more than 600 commercial 
TV stations and more than 4,000 author­ 
ized commercial AM radio stations. 
What’s the matter with the toll-bridge 
principle? Moreover, what could be more 
obvious than that there should be a fee 
for each airwaves license renewal? Hon­ 
est, equitable changes— no more, no 
less— are all that’s needed. 
This common-sense step would have 
been taken long ago in the public inter­ 
est except for the hidden power of the 
insiders who have defeated it. Well, 
years ago land-grant abuses by some 
railroads, and 
the railroads’ lobbies 
that protected the land grabs, became 
a national scandal— once it was expos­ 
ed. Public indignation can expose the 
scale and character of today's politic­ 
ians’ inside tie-ups that allow the TV 
networks’ scandalous free ride. 
It results from some political skull­ 
duggery in the 1934 Federal Communi* 
ications Act. And the networks have been 
able to preserve their gravy train for a 
solid 35 years— right through to this 
very moment. 
The new, gigantic tax bill, weighing 
three pounds, is now up for enactment 
in the House. But there is not one word 
in it about taxing the networks’ use of 
the public’s airwaves, a fee for lic­ 
ense renewals or anything else. 
All it would take in the Congress 
that is taxing us is for Congress to 
amend the 1934 Federal Communications 
Act. And, once amended, billions 
of 
dollars are there across the years for 
the good of us taxpaying peasants. 
There is no Alfred Hitchcock mystery 
in this outrageous favoritism. A shock­ 
ing number of representatives and sena­ 
tors themselves, own, partly own, or re­ 
ceive 
fees 
from 
TV-radio stations. 
Others toady to the network moguls be­ 
cause TV has brought the voting booth 


into the living room. Instead of expos­ 
ing TV’s free ride they play the net­ 
work’s game. And amazing influence 
also flows from the lush and powerful 
networks’ Washington lobbies. 
But justice delayed is justice defeat­ 
ed. And it’s high time a roaring shout 


went out from across our country— by 
pen and paper— to members of Con­ 
gress to amend the 1934 Federal Com­ 
munications Act in the public interest.

One more time 


Saturday, night chess players and their 
boosters will meet in the library for 
the first annual awards night honoring 
outstanding players of Lompoc Valley 
Chess Club. The public is welcome 
and cordially invited to attend. 
The affair is sponsored by Friends of 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Chess’ Club, fund - 
raising arm of the 
chess club. 
Mayor Robert Mac- 
clure will 
play a 
prominent part in the 
event continuing his 
interest expressed in 
April when the chess 
club formally opened 
its doors. Others who 
will be on hand in­ 
clude Fourth District Supervisor Fran­ 
cis H. Beattie, a representative of Van- 
denberg Air Force Base, and Maj. Dr. 
Louis A. Baker, president of the Friends 
group. 
The officials will award a trophy to 
Gene Bromley as winner of the club’s 
recent major tournament, and trophies 
to a number of other players. Mothers 
and wives are baking cakes and cookies 
for the event. 
The chess club is a little more than 
seven months old. During that brief per­ 
iod, more than 200 persons of all ages 
have stopped by to play their favorite 
game. Players range in age from five 
years to oldsters in their sixties. The 
club, however, consists primarily of 
persons below the age of 30, and a large 
percentage of them are 16 years or less. 
I have followed a policy of restricting 
comment on the club to my regular chess 
columns, but the spectacular success of 
the club has encouraged me to speak 
here one more time — when hopefully 
I will reach an audience that normally 
does not read chess columns. 
The significance of what has happened 
is still being evaluated. No other activi­ 
ty of this kind has ever shown such vi­ 
tality in so short a period of time. The 
fine support of MacClure and the other 
officials may be some yardstick of the 
community’s burgeoning interest in what 
has happened. 
In the months to come I think the com­ 
munity will be even more impressed. 
The reason I have devoted so much 
space in the Record to the chess club is 
because the fledgling organization faced 
the world without the built-in tradition 
and community identification other clubs 
enjoy. Service clubs such as Rotary or 
Kiwanis or Lions, have a history that 
immediately opens minds and purses. 
Hopefully the chess club will come into 
that kind of situation. 
Last Friday night I had the pleasure 
of hearing an address by George Brand, 
publisher of California newspaper and 
former information specialist tor HEW 
secretary Robert Finch. If what Brand 
says is true Nixon is in trouble with 
the press at least as far as HEW is con­ 
cerned. Brand tells stories indicating 
that the department at least in the past 
was shot through with inefficiency if not 
corruption. Brand said three or four of 
the press department would do all the 
work and 30 or 40 more would spend most 
of their time in the coffee room. 
There was also an engaging story of 
how Nixon or one of his aides ordered 
copies of a presidential address mailed 
to all college and university professors, 
to all college and university trustees 
and regents, to the student body prest* 
dents of all colleges and universities, and 
more. Finally, according to Brand, the 
inner command backed down on spending 
the necessary $20,000 or so and had 
unnamed GOP donors toot the bill. But 
until amost the end of a rather humorous 
story, the inner command went blythly 


along the road of spending the money. It 
would be interesting to know whether 
this is par for the course for other ad­ 
ministration press activities, generally. 
Brand also said there seemed to be 
a drive in the administration to feed in­ 
formation to west or midwest or south­ 
ern 
newspaper sources and skip the 
eastern journalism establishment. Vice 
President Spiro Agnew’s attacks thus far 
have been against eastern news media, 
for 
example, the Washington paper and 
the New York Times, plus Newsweek 
and Time, all published in the east. 
Brand, needless to say is no longer 
a press aide to Finch. He is reportedly, 
however, still an information adviser.
